Paris, July 20 (By A. P.).—-The 
franc’s drop to sensational low lev- 
is is marked by a corresponding 
rise in the temper of the Paris pop- | 
ulation. It went to 49.33 to the 
dollar today, and after the close of. 
the bourse the dollar flirted with | 
50 francs, but never quite got down | 
to two American cents. | 

Deep anxiety prevails in business | 
and financial circles, made evident | 
by numerous manifestations of 
crowds in the streets. Parisians 
are still seeking some one to hold 
responsible; they hooted the depu-. 
ties in front of the chamber after 
the fall of the Briand cabinet, and 
they jeered M. Herriot, the new 
premier, when he called on Presi- 
dent Doumergue. 

Foreigners, however, especially 
Americans, appear fair game for 
the populace to vent its spleen. | 


Many Individual Clashes. 


Thus far no foreigners have been 
injured, the manifestations consist- 
ing largely of hoots, catcalls and 
insults. Numerous individual | 
clashes have occurred in the cafes 
and restaurants, culminating last 
night in an attack upon a chara- 
banc filled with Americans visiting 
the heights of Montmartre. The 
sightseers’ loud talk was resented 
by the citizens of Montmartre, who 
surrounded the car in a threaten- 
ing manner. 

Numbering about 100, they tried 
to drag the passengers from the 
car, but the Americans fought back 
and there was a lively mixup for 
a few minutes, until police reserves 
appeared and dispersed the rioters. 

Commenting on the affray the 
afternoon papers say it was to be 
expected and they fear it will not 
be the last. 


Connecticut Youths Beaten. 


On the other hand there have 
been instances of foreign visitors 
inviting trouble. This afternoon 
three youths said to be from Con- 
necticut stood in St. Sulpice square, 
insulting passersby, tripping and 
striking them. They were eventu- 
ally surrounded by an ugly crowd 
who belabored the Americans. The 


youths were taken to a police sta- 
tion, but were released after a 
warning. 

The police are taking extraordi- 
nary precautions to prevent such 
effervescence developing into regu- 
lar rioting. The forces have been

| Wall Street Is Uneasy 
At Wild Paris Rumors || 


New York, July 20 (By A. P.). 
The tumble of the French franc 
to its lowest value in history to- 
day caused general speculative 
uneasiness in Wall street and 
was considered responsible for 
heavy stock sales. 

It also centered on French po- 
litical problems the eyes of bank- 
ers, but created no demand for 
bargain-price franc buying. 

The unprecedented fall of the 
franc lowered its value to 1.95% 
cents, a drop of .16144 cents in 
the last 24 hours. Par is 19.3 
cents. 

Wall street reacted to the wild 
rumors of rioting in Paris streets 
and a panic at the bourse, al- 
though they lacked confirmation.

FIGHT WITH RIOT SQUAD 


Muskogee, Okla., July 20 (By A. 
P.).—Four persons were shot and 
wounded, two seriously, and eight 
others severely clubbed by two Mus- 
kogee officers who early today eb- 
came crazed by liquor obtained in 


‘raids and ran amuck in three hotels. 


The officers, Paul Davis, a dep- 

uty sheriff, and Ves Cormack, city 
detective, ran about the halls of the 
hotels, battering down doors and 
firing at guests as they lay in bed. 
When their ammunition became ex- 
hausted they beat their victims 
with clubs and smashed windows 
and fixtures. 
Fellow officers, responding to a 
riot call, were forced to shoot Da- 
vis several times in a fight to over- 
power him. His condition is criti- 
cal. Cormack was subdued and 
placed in jail. 

Several other persons are believ- 
ed to have been injured but had not 
reported to police. The more se- 
verely injured were taken to hospi- 
tals, while many fled to nearby ho- 
tels or private homes. 

Officers investigating said that 
Davis and Cormack had engaged in 
liquor raids during the evening. 
Search of their automobiles revealed 
several empty bottles and a quan- 
tity of whisky. 

Entering a small hotel shortly 
after 1 o’clock the pair started 
shooting through doors, at fixtures 
and at guests attempting to escape. 
They then entered an adjoining 
hotel and repeated the attack. It 
was while engaged in their third at- 
tack that the riot squad captured 
them. 

Ed Conway, merchant policeman, 
was severely wounded in trying to 
overpower Cormack. 

Mrs. J. M. Roden was shot in the 
forehead but has a chance of recov- 
ery, physicians said. A negro por- 
ter and an unidentified man re- 
ceived slight wounds. 

Six of the men most severely 
beaten are: Homer Pittman, police- 
man, condition serious; Tom Smith, 
owner of one of the hotels, and his 
son, John Smith; Benjamin Butts, 
K. Forzly, and ‘Blackie’ Williams, 
all of Muskogee. 


Heart Moved Aside; 
Bullet Is Removed 


Detroit, July 20-(By A. P.).— 
The heart of Patrick Klein, a pugi- 
list, was moved aside today by Dr. 
Bernhard Friedlaender at Highland 
Park General hospital while a bullet 
lodged in the heart wall was re- 
moved. 

Klein was shot four times July 6. 
One of the bullets struck the heart 
wall, as Dr. Friedlaender explained, 
at the instant the heart was con- 
tracted. Had the bullet struck 


when the heart muscles were ex- 
panded, death would have been in- 
stantaneous. Klein probably will 
recover, the hospital reported.

Psilias Kept in Sell. 

Pittsburgh, July 20 (By A. P.).— 
Ora Slater, Cincinnati investigator 
employed to run down the slayers of 
Don R. Mellett, Canton, Ohio, pub- 
lisher, arrived here tonight intent 
upon questioning George Pailias, 
alias ‘‘George the Greek,’’ but was 
refused admittance to the county 
jail. Slater was accompanied from 
Canton by Deputy Sheriff Edward 
Gibson and a man who, Slater said, 
was a witness to the murderers’ 
escape. 

Shortly after Slater arrived at 
the jail Peter A. Conner, chief of the 
homicide squad, endeavored to 
bring Psilias from the jail to the 
homicide squad room so that the 
Canton witness might see the sus- 
pect. This move was blocked by 
Psilias’ attorney, who said habeas 
corpus proceedings instituted to- 
day prohibited the removal of Psi- 
lias until the hearing tomorrow.

PRESIDENT DEFENDD 
AEGORD IN ECONUMY 
FOLLOWING ATTAGK 


$2/3,000,000 Increase 
in Appropriations 
Is Explained. 


PROTECTING BUYERS 
OF COAL IS INTENDED 


Executive, However, Is With- 
out Information as to Bill 
to Be — 


Paul Smiths, N. Y., July 20 (By 
A. P.).—President Coolidge ad- 
heres to his views of providing pro- 
tection through legislation for the 
consumer in any coal emergency, 
while he believes that the govern- 
ment is being administered with ev- 
ery possible attention to sound fiscal 
policies. 

The views af the chief executive 
on these two questions became 
known today after a call at the ex- 
ecutive offices when he received the 
newspaper correspondents. 

The President passed most of the 
morning at the offices between visits 
at White Pine Camp of Secretary 
Dwight Davis of the War Depart- 
ment and Senator Fess (Repub- 
lican), Ohio, two of his close of- 
ficial advisers, whose presence was 
said to be unrelated and the occa- 
sion for only incidental discussions 
of public questions. 


W. P. Jackson Is Caller. 


Still another caller today was 
WilHiam P. Jackson, Republican 
national committeeman for Mary- 
land, who is passing the summer 
near here and who stopped to pay 
his respects. 

In response to questions at the 
executive offices it was said Presi- 
dent Coolidge had no information 
on reported plans of members of 
the House commerce committee to 
approach operators and miners in 
the coal industry this summer with 
a proposal that their labor disputes 
be disposed of by conference among 
themselves and a minimum of gov- 
ernment interference, along lines 
set up for the railroad industry in 
the Watson-Parker railway labor 
act which was enacted in June. 

The President was said to under- 
stand that the committee had a bill 
on coal legislation to take up when 
Congress reconvenes in December, 
but to know nothing of the report- 
ed move, although it was reiterated 
that Mr. Coolidge, as he had made 
Clear before he left Washington, 
hoped the basic principle of the 
Washington-Parker bill would be 
found applicable not only to the 
coal but many other industries. 


Temporary Board Favored. 


But in any coal legislation the 
President was said to regard as 
fundamental provision for the call- 
ing of a temporary board to adjust 
differences in event of an emergen. 
cy, and an opportunity to appoint 
a coal administrator if a scarcity 
of fuel should be threatened.

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Captures Made for Zoo; 
Mann Tells Adventures 


Monkey-Like Galago and Crane Are Caught; Herd of 
Giraffe Seen; Lion Kills Boy; Sultans Are Met; 
Natives Fined Heavily for Casualties. 


The Smithsonian-Chrysler expe- 
dition sent to thé wilds of Africa 
for the purpose of obtaining rare 
animals for the zoo here has its 
first animal and its first bird, and 
has begun collecting in earnest, ac- 
cording to letters by Dr. William 
M. Mann, head of the expedition, 
received yesterday at the Smith- 
sonian institution. 

The animal is a galago, Dr. Mann 
writes. It is a monkey-like, long- 
tailed creature ubout the size of 
small cat, according to his descrip- 
tion. The bird is a baby crowned 
crane, 

Dr. Mann’s letters are replete 
with interest and with stories of 
adventure and novel experiences. 
And in the midst of these there are 
one or two rather gruesome narra- 
tives. 

At Morogoro, a station near Do- 
doma, the base of the expedition, 
Dr. Mann writes, a lion came a few 
days before the writing, to the sta- 
tion platform crowded with people, 
and seized and cayried away a na- 
tive boy. 


The expedition has established its 
ae at Dodoma, a small village in 
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Tanganyika, British East Africa, 
instead of at Tabora, as was 
planned, in order to escape the 
tsetse fly, whose bite causes sleep- 
ing sickness, Dr. Mann writes. 

The expedition has now ventured 
out from its base. The natives very 
often do not relish the presence of 
white men, Dr. Mann said, since if 
anything happens to them, the 
British government holds them re- 
sponsible, they declare. In one 


a| place a man was speared, he wrote, 


and the natives were fined 25,000 
head of cattle. 

The natives, especially children, 
frequently will run ahead of the 
cars, he wrote, and then will dart 
into the low brush by the roadside. 

In some sections where there is a 
scarcity of game, he said, the people 
are menaced by lions. It is not an 
uncommon occurrence for natives 
to be killed by lions. 

The members of the expedition 
were impressed greatly when they 
first met a sultan, he declared. 
However, they have met a great 
number and the impressiveness is 
wearing off.

The corn belt committee fixed the 
cost of producing a bushel of corn, 
with a 6 per cent return included, 
at $1.42.

Weeks Ago; Awaits 
Its Acceptance. 


LEAVES WASHINGTON 
TODAY ON MOTOR TRIP 


Denies Word of His Retire-= 
ment Was Withheld So He 
Could Arrange Matters.

Frederick A. Fenning’s career as 
a commissioner is at an end. His 
resignation is in. Technically, he is 
still commissioner, but only because 
President Coolidge has not yet noti- 
fied him that his resignation has 
been accepted. 

Today Mr. Fenning will start on 
an extended motor tour of New 
England, and it is expected that by 
the time he returns he will have 
been officially relieved of his office. 

The news that Commissioner Fen- 
ning had resigned came from the 
President’s summer camp at White 
Pines yesterday morning. The most 
surprising fact in the announcement 
was that Mr. Fenning had sent in 
his resignation two weeks ago—the 
night before the President left the 
city. 

Shows Signs of Worry. 

During these two weeks, the im- 
pression was almost general. that 
(Mir. Fenning was ‘‘defying’’ the 
President and was determined to 
cling to his office until thrown out. 
The commissioner himself never 
gave any indication that he had sub- 
mitted his resignation. 

The spokesman for the. President 
said yesterday that announcemerm® 
of the resignation was withheld so 
that Mr. Fenning could complete 
certain work he was engaged in. 

But Mr. Fenning, through his at- 
torney, Frank J. Hogan, yesterday 
denied that he had any reason for 
wanting announcement of the res- 
ignation withheld. Apparently, 
Mr. Fenning was surprised that the 
announcement was not made imme- 
diately. 

Commissioner Fenning’s'  ordi- 
narily stoic demeanor disappeared 
yesterday. His brow was creased. 
Apparently he was both worried 
and weary. 

Through his attorney, Mr. Ho- 
gan, Mr. Fenning last night an- 
nounced that he will consider him- 
self a commissioner until President 
Coolidge has notified him that his 
resignation had been accepted or 
has appointed his successor. 


May Carry On at Return. 


If the President hgs not done 
either of these things when Mr. 
Fenning returns from his vacation, 
Mr. Hogan said, Mr. Fenning will 
return to his office in the District 
building and ‘‘carry on.’’ 

Commissioner Fenning’s resigna- 
tion, which was sent to President 
Coolidge through Attorney General 
Sargent the night of July 6, was 
very brief. It stated that the res- 
ignation was to take effect “‘at the 
pleasure of the President.’”’ It ig on 
account of this wording that Mr. 
Fenning believes he should remain 
in office until the President for- 
mally notifled him of what his 
**pleasure”’ fs. 


Hogan Explains Action. 


The statement issued by Mr. 
Hogan on behalf of Commissioner 
Fenning follows: 

“Mr. Fenning was never a can- 
didate for the office of Commis- 
sioner of the District of Columbia. 
He accepted that office reluctantly 
at the earnest personal request of 
President Coolidge. His position 
has been that he would gladly sur- 
render the office to the man from. 
whom he received it, but that he 
would not retire in the face of at- 
tempted impeachment. 

“The majority of the judiciary 
committee of Congress, having held 
that he was not impeachable and 
that, even if impeachable, 
was no proof of any charge justify- 
ing impeachment, and Congress

Like Paying for License. 


“The owners of these places 
didn’t mind paying a fine,’’ Mr. Liv- 
ingston said. ‘‘In a way, it was like 
paying for a liquor license in the 
old days.”’ 

When Livingston hears of a place 
that has been raided before and is 


‘selling liquor again, he details his 


agent to try and make ‘‘buys’”’ 
there. If they succeed, a complaint 
is prepared alleging that she place 
is a nuisance. This, tog@ager with. 
the agents’ affidavits. is ‘mscented 
District of Columbia Supreme 
Court, and a padlock injunction is 
applied for. 


This injunction restrains the pro- 
prietor of the saloon from manufac- 
turing, possessing or selling liquor 
for one year in the place where the 
liquor has been purchased. It also 
restrains him from moving his fur- 
niture from the place. These are 
virtually the only restrictions placed 
on him. He is not fined. and, if he 
chooses, can still carry on a lawful 
business in the place. 


Contempt Procecdings Follow. 


The agents continue to watch the 
place. If they find that the pro- 
prietor has defied the injunction, 
the prohibition authorities petition 
that he be held in contempt of 
court. 

Harry Maynard, who recently 
was held in contempt of court, was 
sentenced to pay a fine of $1,000 
and spend one year in jail. He has 
appealed.

Wounded in Seizing Former

Lester Pratt, 35 years old, a re- 
porter of the Baltimore Post staff 
and a former Washingtun newspa- 
per man, last night seriously 
wounded Miss Anna Winder, 30 
years old, in her beauty shop in 
Baltimore and then shot himself to 
death while police were closing in 
upon him. 

The shooting of Miss Winder oc- 
curred in her shop on West North 
avenue, while she was trying to 
protect Mrs. Paddy Pratt, 30 years 
old, the reporter's estranged wife, 
who fled from the shop during the 
shooting. Pratt turned the pistol 
upon himself in an alley around 
the corner from the shop. 

Pratt went to the shop to see his 
wife, from whom he had been sep- 
arated for three months. Miss 
Winder confronted him when he en- 
tered the shop and took his mes- 
sage to his wite. Returning she 
told the reporter that his wife re- 
fused to see him. 

He then drew a pistol from his 
pocket. He fired four shots. Miss 
Winder was holding the muzzle of 
the pistol, which was pointed at her 
breast, when the fourth shot was 
fired. The bullet entered her 
breast and emerged through her 
back. She fell to the floor wound- 
ed, probably fatally. 

During the melee Mrs. Pratt had 
run through a rear door of the shop 
which she locked, and sought refuge 
in the home of Mrs. Milcon Dash- 
iell, in Bolton street, around the 
corner from the shop. Pratt broke 
the door down in pursuit of his wife. 

Told by Mrs. Dashiell that he 
could not see his wife, Pratt went to 
the rear of the house. Police re- 
serves, summoned from the North- 
western station, arrived as he was 
making his way into the house. As 
the police were closing in upon him, 
Pratt killed himself.

| RESCUES WOMAN ) DZEZHINSKY, LEADER 


IN SOVIET, DIES AT 49 


Former Head of Cheka Was 
One of Trusted Aids 
of Lenin. 


END COMES SUDDENLY 


Moscow, July 20 (By A. P.).— 
E. Dzerzhinsky, chairman of the 
supreme council of national econ- 
omy in the soviet government and 


one of the most powerful figures in 
soviet Russia died suddenly today 
of heart disease at the age of 49. 


F. 


Felix E. Dzerzhinsky, who long 
was one of the trusted lieutenants 
of Lenin, probably was best known 
while at the head of the cheka or 
Russian secret service police. Al- 
though personally of a dreamy tem- 
perament and mild manner, he was 
inflexible in his pursuit of those 
whom he considered enemies of the 
soviet republic. 

As he once expressed it, he con- 
sidered it his duty as head of the 
cheka ‘‘neither to judge nor pardon, 
but to incinerate every one who is 
on the other side of the barricade.’’ 

‘In this desperate struggle of two 
worlds there is no third way,” he 
was once quoted as saying. ‘‘Those 
who are not with us are against us.”’ 

Dzerzhinsky originally was a 
member of the social democratic 


‘party of Poland, but entered the 


Russian party, together with the 
Polish social democratic group in 
1906. During his life he spent 
eleven years in prison because of 
his revolutionary activities, includ- 
ing three years of penal servitude. 
He was exiled three times, escaping 
each time. 

At the time of the Russian revo- 
lution in 1917, Dzerzhinsky was 
still serving a term of imprison- 
ment, but was freed after a general 
amnesty had been declared. He 
went to Petrograd in August, 1917, 
and supported the bolshevists, being 
elected to the central executive 
committee. He was a member of 
the war revolutionary committee 
with whom all power rested in the 
days of the October, 1917, coup 
d’etat. 

Later he became known as one 
of the chief heads of the govern- 
ment. In time he became chairman 
of the state political bureau, which 
corresponds to the. Department of 
Justice in the United States and 
chairman of the supreme council 
of national economy.

Fort Worth, Tex., July 20 (By 
A. P.)..-A demand that the grand 
jury indict him for the killing last 
Saturday of D. E. Chipps, Fort 
Worth lumberman, so that he can 
have ‘‘a fair and open chance to be 
cleared,’’ was made here today by 
Rev. J. Frank Norris. 

Dr. Norris is charged by com- 
plaint with the murder of Chipps, 
who was killed in the office of the 
First Baptist church when he called 
to protest against an attack by the 
pastor on Mayor H. C. Mecham and 
others. 

The fear that the jury, which be- 
'gan its investigation today, would 
‘no bill” him and thus prevent his 
acquittal of the charge of twurder 
was expressed by Dr. Norris to a 
representative of the Associated 
Press. The pastor said it was the 
wish of himself and his congrega- 
tion that he be indicted. 


Grand Jury Takes Recess. 


After examining six witnesses the 
jury recessed until tomorrow, with 
a list of eleven additional witnesses 
summoned to appear. As the in- 
quisitorial body got down to work, 
a local law firm announced it had 
been retained by the slain man’s 
civorced Wife, Mrs. D. E. Chipps, as 
special prosecutors. 

The six witnesses examined were 
L. H. Nutt, deacon in Norris’ 
church, who saw Chipps killed; R. 
Bonna Ridgway, member of the 
church, who was sitting in an auto- 
mobile in front of the church when 
Chipps entered on his fatal mission; 
Detective A. L. Ford, who investi- 
gated the slaying and arrested Nor- 
ris; Mrs. Fannie Greer, switch- 
board operator at the West Brook 
hotel; Leo S. Grevempberg, hotel 
clerk, who overheard Chipps’ tele- 
phone conversation with Norris 
shortly before the shooting, and 
Baalam Shaw, church janitor, who 
directed Chipps to Norris’ office.

1926 Girls Not to Be Thin 


Says Ziegfeld 


Stage Model to Be Réed Haired or Brunette, and 
Taller, Producer Adds—Chorus to Draw 
More From Colleges. 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, July 20.—Flo Zieg- 
feld has given out his specifications 
for the 1926 model girl of the stage 
and chorus. 

She will not be a blonde. 

She’ll not be so thin as the 1925 
girl, and she'll have, therefore, a 

curve or two, and dimples. 

She may be a little taller. 

She’ll come from more refined 
surroundings, and often she'll be a 
college girl. 

Ziegfeld sees a definite passing 
of the vogue for being thin. He 
warns American women they are 
injuring their health, and their 
beauty too, by strenuous efforts to 
take off just a few more ounces. 

It is the titian, the red-haired 
girl and the brunette whom gentle- 
men prefer, the noted producer be- 
lieves. 

“The present epidemic of favor 
for blondes,’ said Ziegfeld, ‘‘is 
largely on paper. The charm of 
the blonde lies only in the fact 
that she is a contrasting type,”’ Zieg- 


feld declares. ‘‘Here in the United 


States we have been dreprived of 
a blonde population because of 
geographical reasons. 

“Much of the charm of the 
blonde girl is associated with the 
stage, but in private life it is the 
titian, the red-headed girl and the 
brunette, who. exercise the most 
lasting influence. 

“The nation has gone mad on 
dieting. American women are en- 
dangering their health through 
dieting.

‘“‘We expect to start in the morning 
to make camp in the hills and hunt 
from there. We have seen signs of 
elephant, rhino, hippo and lion, and 
all kinds of small beasts.”’ 

While passing a few days before 
through the Makato plains, Dr. 
Mann wrote, the party spied 30 
giraffe feeding beside the railroad 
tracks. 

Excerpts from his letters follow: 

‘‘One day I took a stroll 200 
yards away from the camp we had 
pitched for the day and suddenly 
found myself in the midst of a big 
troop of yellow baboons in the 
trees and among the rocks. They 


s j|retreated before me slowly, and the 


biggest male in the troop kept well 
behind the others and barked at me 
furiously as he went along. 

“Toward evening at one village 
we met a priest, followed by twelve 
porters carrying an organ. He ex- 
plained that he was to conduct sery- 
ices at the village.’’ 

Dr. Mann declared the nights 
are often cold, so cold in fact that 
heavy blankets are required. 

Immediately on reaching Mo- 
buqwe, he said, the sultan sent 
them some wood and water. They 
very often obtain eggs, milk and 
chickens from the natives, he said. 
One day they shot a big spur-winged 
goose that provided supper. 

A large part of the country is 
mountainous and picturesque, he 
asserted. This is relieved by ex- 
panses of flat country. 

Hump-backed cattle and goats 
are found among the natives, and 
the herdsmen have a habit of stand- 
ing on one foot like a crane, with 
the other foot placed against the 
side of the knee. 

Some of the tribes of natives, he 
said, pass a great deal of their time 
with their hair—the chief source of 
their pride. However, those that 
are more agricultural give more 
time to crops. The native farmers 
have no easy time, for the small 
birds work havoc with their kaffir 
corn. 

Their present camping place, he 
said, is distinguished by having a 
soldier of the King’s African Rifles 
stationed in it.

Property Not Given Up. 


“You will learn, senator, after 
reading this lettter, Mr. Miller said,

of alien enemies and which our gov- 
ernment would not have come into 
possession of without the agreement 
criticized by you. 

“‘Any one 80 well versed as your- 
self in the affairs of Washington 
should know that a transaction of 
this character with a foreign gov- 
ernment must of necessity receive 
the approval of the American State 
Department, and, in addition there- 
to, that of the Department of Jus- 
tice before consummation. From 
the. tenor of your letter I gather 
that no inquiry has been made at 
either of these departments for the 
facts.’’ 

Mr. Miller sald the British public 
trustee, the official corresponding 
to the American alien property cus- 
todian, had _ seized certificates of 
stoek in American corporations. 


Found After the War. 


“‘Upon the creation of an Ameri- 
can alien property custodian,” he 
said, “that official issued demands 
to the American corporations for 
stock shown by their books to be 
enemy-held. The location of the 
certificates was not known in many 
cases until after the end of the war 
when it developed that the same 
certificates were in the possession 
of ths British trustee seized by him 
as above stated. After negotiating 
through the State Department with 
the British public trustee, it was 
agreed that this official should de- 
liver to the alien property custodian 
all certificates seized: by him rep- 
resenting stock in American cor- 
porations which the alien property 
custodian of the United States had 
seized.”’ 

Mr. Miller said he favored an in- 
vestigation of his administration, 
and told Mr. Borah that he would co- 
operate in any way | possible.

VALENTINO, “REAL MAD,”

Admits Challensiig Writer of 
Editorial on “Pink Powder 
Puffs.” 


DROWNING WAS URGED 


New York, July 20 (By A. P.).— 
Rudolph Valentino arrived in New 
York today itching to fight the man 
who wrote an editorial ‘‘Pink Pow- 
der Puffs,”’ published in the Chicago 
Tribune. 

The editorial said that the ‘“‘sheik 
of the movies’ should have been 
drowned years ago. And concluded 
with: ‘“‘Rudy, the beautiful garden- 
er’'s boy, is the prototype of the 
American male,’’ he admitted writ- 
ing a letter to the newspaper about 
it, challenging the writer. 

‘“‘As soon as I had written the let- 
ter,’’ he said,

out to reporters. ‘‘I’ll make who- 
ever wrote that foul stuff look like 
a full moon. This is no publicity 
stunt. ‘‘I’m really mad.” 

Valentino, interviewed in the Am- 
bassador hotel, sat in an easy chair, 
the height of fashion in costume, 
but his eyes flashed. 

‘“T can’t understand how the ed- 
itor of the Chicago Tribune let that 
editorial get into the paper. But it 
is more than a coincidence. This 
happened before just as I was pass- 
ing through Chicago. I read the 
editorial just before I arrived in 
Chicago. I immediately wrote the 
letter.”’ 

Valentino gave gestures suitable 
to his wrath. 

‘‘T am not angered bv the refer- 
ence to my being the son of a gar- 
dener,”’ he added. ‘‘What made me 
mad is the whole tone of the insult- 
ing thing. In Italy in the absence 
of the name of the writer of an ar- 
ticle the editor may be challenged. 
I regret that system is not in vogue 
here.”’

the addition of yeast. 

E. C. Yellowley, prohibition ad- 
ministrator in Chicago, has been 
directed to prosecute the Arch 
Products Co., where arrests were 
made Monday. : Prohibition admin- 
istrators also were instructed to- 
day to deny permits to those brew- 
eries manufacturing ‘‘worts’’ for 
wholesale distribution. 

“There is no question. that 
‘worts’ is the basis of beer,’’ A. H. 
Doran, chief prohibition chemist, 
said yesterday, ‘‘and that it is eas- 
ily transformed into good beer with 
the addition of a little yeast. It is 
becoming very popular and agents 
report increasing shipments of the 
product in five and ten gallon lots.’’ 

In Michigan a court order has 
been issued enjoining prohibition 
officials from interfering in the 
Sale or manufacture of ‘‘worts,’’ 
but while declaring ‘‘worts’”’ of 
itself is a legal product Doran said 
it has only one use and that is as a 
basis for beer. 

Authorities here also mentioned 
the increasing popularity of grape 
must’’ which is being shipped 
from California. It is non-intoxi- 
cating, however, at the time of its 
Shipment and does not ferment 
into wine usually until many days 
after it is received by the customer. 
As a consequence, the opinion was 
expressed that little can be done by 
Federal authorities against - these 
shipments. 


Chicago, July 20 (By A. P.).—

Lowering of Customs Receipts 
Held Check to Further In- 
come Tax Reduction.

Any decided downward revision 
of the tariff such as that contem- 
plated by the farmers will impel the 
treasury to change its revenue plans 
for the near future. A study of the: 
budget for the current fiscal year 
discloses that the government ex- 
pects to collect almost as much in 
revenue from the tariff as from in- 
‘dividual income taxpayers and that 
its financial affairs have been bal- 
anced for the year in the expecta- 
tion that the present tariff duties 
would remain in effect until July 1, 
 agee 

Further, the government is now 
collecting the estimates of the va- 
rious departments of the sums they 
will need to maintain them during 
the coming fiscal year of 1828. The 
first preliminary estimates, called 
for a few weeks ago, are now be- 


fore the budget bureau. So is an 
estimate of the governmental re- 
ceipts during the next fiscal year. 
Both income and outgo figures con- 
template the continuance of the 
present tariff law. 


$570,000,000 Expected. 


The amourt expected from the 
collection of duties during the com- 
ing year is about $570.000,000. 
During the past year it amounted 
to nearly $580,000,000, the larg- 
est sum on record. The budgec 
bureau, expecting no cut in the tar- 
iff; is now in the preliminary stages 
of constructing the next budget. If 
the farmers back of the move to re- 
duce duties are successful in the 
near future, one of two changes 
must be made by the treasury: Ex- 
penses must be cut still further 
_(they are already about as low as 
they can be made on the basis of 
present operations) or larger reve- 
nues than those now anticipated 
must be forthcoming. 

A possible third course is the 
utilization of the prospective sur- 
plus of $185,000,000 this year and 
$20,000,000 next year for tariff 
reduction. It will be seen, how- 
ever, that next year’s prospective 
surplus—as estimated by Treasury 
experts—is too small to permit of 
a tariff cut out of any consequence. 
The $20,000,000 estimate, however, 
undoubtedly is ultraconservative. 

The tariff law of 1922 has been in 
effect for four full fiscal years. 
During that period the government 
has collected nearly $2,250,000,000 
in customs duties. Never before 
has there been so large a revenue 
from a tariff law. The sum is al- 
most as large as that collected dur- 
ing the nine fiscal years immedi- 
ately preceding the enactment of the 
present tariff law, falling some $40.,- 
000,000 under-the total for that pe- 
riod. 


World Peace a Factor. 
There is another factor, however,,. 
than the uniformly high rates which 
has contributed to this great dis- 
crepancy between the past four fis- 
cal years and the nine immediately 
preceding them. That factor, brief- 
ly stated. is that practically the en- 
tire world has been at peace and 
has been expanding its trade during 
the past four fiscal years, whereas 
- for the greater portion of the nine 
years before, the leading nations 
were at war. The war depressed 
Europe’s exports to America to sueh 
extent that tariff collections fell be- 
low normal. 

Thus, during those nine years the 
government collected an average of 
about $255,000.000 a year in 
duties, most of the collections be- 
ing under the Underwood - act, 
which imposed lower rates than its 
predecessor. During the decade 
preceding the passage of the Under- 
wood law, collections on a smaller 
volume of imports averaged more 
than $290,000,000 a year. During

-present level. The size of the tariff 


reduction would be a deciding fae- 
tor, of course, in determining the 
Treasury surplus, out of which 
might come tax reduction. 

A study of the tariff collections 
for the calendar year 1924, latest 
period for which figures have been 
formally announced, shows that the 
schedule covering sugar and mo- 
lasses and their manufacture yield- 
ea a greater income to the Treas- 
ury than any other schedule, with 
receipts of nearly $136,000,000, 
and that the schedule covering sun- 
dries yielded the seeond largest 
sum, upward of $86,000,000. The 
wool schedule brought in $62,500,- 
000, and the schedule covering ag- 
ricultural products and provisions 
(other than sugar and molasses) 
resulted in revenue of $60,000,000. 


$24,500,000 for Chemicals. 


Duties nearly $24,500,000 
oils and 
paints during the year; $22,000,- 
000 on earths, earthenware and 
slassware; $47,700,000 on metals 
and their manufactured products; 
$4,100,000 on wood and manufac- 
tures of wood; $34,000,000 on to- 
bacco in its various forms; $18,- 
000,000 on cotton and its manufac- 
tures;. $25,000,000 on flux, hemp 
and jute; $17,600,000 on silk and 
silk goods, and $4, 800,000 on pa- 
per, pulp and books. 

During that calendar year im- 
ports totaled about $3,575,000,000, 
and of that sum 60 per cent came in 
duty free. These were largely raw 
materials. Duty was paid on ship- 
ments valued at about $1,457,000,- 
000. They were taxed at the aver- 
age rate of 37.39 per cent. Consid- 
ering the free list, however, the tax 
on all imports for the year aver- 
aged about 15.24 per cent of their 
value. 

The record also shows that the 
rate of tariff collections was lowest 
during the year ended June 30, 
1919, when it fell to 6.20 per cent 
on the total value of impgts, and 
that it was highest shortly after the 
civil war, when (in 1868) it 
amounted to nearly half, or 46.56 
per cent, of the value of all imports. 
Collections that year, however, 
amounted to but $160,000,000. The 
rate then was three times as high as 
now; eollections now are three 
times as much as then, due to the 
greater volume of trade.

RESERVATION FAGES: 
OT RONG UPPUSTTION 


Advisory Opinion Objection 
Proves Stumbling Block 
With Many Nations. 

GENEVA CONFERENCE 
DELEGATES REFUSED 
Coolidge and Kellogg Hold 
Senate Only Has Power 
to Discuss Changes. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

Latest reports reaching official 
circles here now indicate that one 
ef the American reservations to the 
world court protocol is to be re- 
jected, almost unanimously, when 
the members of the League of Na- 
tions meet at Geneva in September 
to pass judgment on the conditions 


which the United States imposed 
in ratifying the court protocol: 

The fifth reservation, whereby 

the United States demands that the 
court members agree not to ask for 
any advisory opinion of the court 
through the medium of the league 
counsel in any matter where the 
United States has or ‘‘claims an in- 
terest’”’ is the stumbling block. 
Eleven of the fourteen or fifteen 
powers which are to send repre- 
sentatives to Geneva to discuss the 
American reservations have indi- 
cated that this fifth reservation 
can not be accepted without placing 
the United States in a position of 
suzerainty over all the other pow- 
ers. Of the remaining 30 nations, 
several have informed the League 
of Nations that it may be unneces- 
sary to discuss American adherence 
so long as the United States insists 
upon reservation No. 5. 
These powers, which have not yet 
indicated a willingness to attend 
the proposed Geneva meeting, notifi- 
ed the league secretariat some time 
ago that the United States should 
be sounded out on the proposition 
of altering or eliminating this reser- 
vation on advisory opinions. Ac- 
cordingly, the league sent out sug- 
gestions that the United States send 
representatives to Geneva for the 
purpose of ‘‘discussing the reserva- 
tions.’” But President Coolidge and 
Secretary of State Kellogg refused 
to send representatives to discuss 
the reservations on the ground that 
the reservations could not be 
changed without action by the 
United States Senate, which ratified 
the protocol with the reservations 
as they stand. America could not 
promise to consider any changes and 
the league secretariat was left to 
understand that the league powers 
must accept or reject the reserva- 
tions without the érossing of a t or 
the dotting of an i. 

Intimations by the league mem- 
bers that American representation 
at the Geneva conference might 
lead to compromises on the reserva- 
tions, which could later be ratified 
by the Senate met with no response 
here. Consequently, the _ § invita- 
tions which the league secretariat 
sent out to 40 odd nations to attend 
the Geneva conference on the reser- 
vations have brought so far only 
fifteen replies. 


Only Three Accept. 


Meanwhile Secretary Kellogg has 
been attempting to deal directly 
with 42 natiens with a view to hav- 
ing them individually signify: ac- 
ceptance of the American reserva- 
tions. These negotiations, which 
have been going on since last’ Feb. 
ruary, have been abortive. First 
Cuba accepted, and then Greece ac- 
cepted, at a time when negotiations 
for assisting Greece financially 
were in progress. Liberia, which 
wants financial assistance, also ac- 
cepted. But no other power has 
expressed willingness to accept the 
American reservations, and there 
have been no advance exchanges to 
show that acceptances might be ex- 
pectedlater. In short, all but 3 of 
the 42 nations with which Secretary 
Kellogg has been in communication 
have let it become known, after 
nearly six months of deliberation, 
that they can not accept the reser- 
vations. And, it is pointed out here, 
one single nation among the entire 
42 may bar the way to American 
entrance into the court. All mem- 
ber nations of the court must ac- 
cept the reservations before Amer- 
ica can join. 

The present outlook is regarded 
by diplomats as tantamount to nati- 
fication by the court members that 
reservation No. 5 must be changed. 
Even if the powers of Europe were 
@villing to accept this fifth reserva- 
tion, no Latin-American nation 
could accept it, diplomats explain, 
without admitting that its sover- 
eignty was of secondary importance 
and without agreeing to give the 
United States a veto power over any 
advisory opinion which any Latin- 
American State might in the fu- 
turewish to ask for. 


Reserve Decision. 


Mr. Kellogg’s exchanges with the 
member nations show that nineteen 
of these powers have sent acknowl- 
edgments of the communications 
gent by the American State Depart- 
ment. Six other nations have in- 
formed Secretary Kéllogg that they 
would reserve decision until after 
the Geneva meeting in September. 

The governments acknowledging 
receipt of Mr. Kellogg’s communi- 
cation are France, Bolivia, China, 
Colombia, Denmark, Haiti, Latvia, 
Lithuania, Panama, Paraguay, Per- 
sia, Poland, the Dominican Repub- 
lic, Portugal, Salvador, Siam, Switz- 
erland, Uruguay and Venezuela.

CHURCHILL’ S ACCOUNT

Sanaa Holds Expenditures 
Made to Enable London to 
Keep Up Exchange Rate. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The Treasury yesterday give fig- 
ures to support the contention of 
Secretary Melion that Great Britain 
negotiated a large proportion. of its 
loan from the United States ‘for 
purely commereial as distinguished 
from war purposes.”’ 

Mr. Mellon’s recent discussion of 
war debt in which he gaid that all 
of America’s debtors, except. Great 
Britain, had received actual cancel- 
lation of their prearmistice obliga- 
tions to this country, drew an at- 
tack Monday in the house of com- 
mons by Winston Churchill, chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, who in- 
sisted Great Britain’s loans were 
used for war purposes also. 

In reply today, Acting Secretary 
Winston of the Treasury, itemized 
the $7,200,000 expended by Great 
Britain in the United States during 
the war, after America’s entry, to 
show for what purposes the money 
was used. He made no comment 
on the declaration of Mr. Churchill 
that Secretary Mellon had a misap- 
prehension of the facts or had been 
misquoted. Mr. Mellon is now en 
route to Europe for a vacation. 


Figures at Variance. 


Mr. Winston asserted that of the 
$7,200,000,000 expenditure, $760,- 
128,000 was met by Great Britain's 
own independent resources,” not 


.$3,.000,000,000 as stated by Mr. 


Churchill, and he continued: 

“From England’s total reported 
expenditures in America from April 
6, 1917, to November 1, 1920, there 
should be deducted the $1,853,000,- 
000 expenditures for which Great 
Britain was the purchasing agent 
for the other allies and for which 
Great Britain was paid by the other 
allies from money loaned to them 
by the United States. This amount 
was not provided from England’s 
‘own independent resources.’ 

“This leaves $5,2366,000.000. Of 
this amount, $1,682,000,000 repre- 
sents exchange and cotton pur- 
chases. The greater part of this ex- 
penditure was for the maintenance 
of sterling exchange not necessary 
for purchases in America, but which 
enabled England to make purchases 
in other countries at an undepre- 
ciated exchange rate. 


Resold to Public. 


‘For food and tobacco, $2,643,- 
000,000 was spent. A part of this 
item is probably included in the 
account out of which England was 
reimbursed by the other allies and 
a part was resold by England to its 
own civil population. To the extent 
of this resale, England avoided the 
necessity of floating loans in its 
own country. 

“Of the other expenditures 
$507,877,000 was for interest and 
principal of Engiand’s commercial 
obligations maturing in America 
and $261,000,000 was for silver. 
The total principal advances to 
England after the armistice were 
$581,000,000."’ 


Senator Harrison to Make 
Own French Debt Inquiry 


A personal investigation of French 
finances with respect to the Franco- 
American debt funding agreement 
will be made by Senator Pat Harri- 
son, of Mississippi, a member of the 
Senate finance committee. Senator 
Swanson, of Virginia, also will visit 
Europe this summer. 

The fact that Democratic sena- 
toxs are planning to make a first- 
ha inquiry into the French 
financial, industrial and economic 
situation, was viewed in some 
quarters yesterday as indicative of 
strong Democratie opposition to the 
Mellon-Berenger accord. 

Senator Hiram Johnson (Republi- 
ean), California, in a statement yes- 
terday assailed the debt settlements, 
particularly the Italian, and eriti- 
eized Secretary Mellon.

Because of the gravity of the 
situation in France the Herriot 
ministry will appear before parlia- 
ment 24 hours earlier than at first 
planned. The ministerial declara- 
tion will be presented Wednesday 
afternoon, instead of Thursday. 

Premier Herriot’s second cabinet 
is being greeted with a rapidly- 
spreading cry for ‘‘committee of 
public safety.’”’ Two hundred and 
forty deputies have signed a de- 
mand for a species of dictatorship, 
which though not expressly intend- 
ed to be modeled on the revolu- 
tionary body dominated by Danton 
and Robespierre, ought, in the opin- 
ion of the prime movers, have suf- 
ficient power to act with energy 
and without parliamentary obstruc- 
tion. 

Among the signers are many 
members of the radical group pre- 
sided over by M. Herriot as well as 
many members of the other groups 
of the old coalition of the left. The 
republican socialists are the moving 
spirits; heretofore they have been 
stanch supporters of Herriot, but 
they declare now that the situation 
requires something stronger than 
the ministry just formed. 

Deputy Morinaud, who began the 
movement, is still circulating the 
manifesto and obtaining new signi- 
tures. So soon as he has a majority 
of the chamber the manifesto will 
be handed to President Doumergue. 
There is some question as to the 
constitutionality of this procedure. 
The movers of the scheme are not 
daunted by the constitutional ques- 
tion, however, because of the neces- 
sities of the situation. 


Would Drop Party Lines. 


The manifesto will, it is declared, 
call upon the president to form a 
national union cabinet that will cast | 
all party considerations aside. 

Those who are supporting the de-| 
mand point to the fact that M. Her-| 
riot’s cabinet is already talking of 
asking parliament for “special liber- 
ties’’ to deal with the financial ques- 
tion, which they regard.as only 
camouflage for the ‘‘full powers” 
which M. Caillaux asked for. They 
declare that if M. Herriot regarded 
the Briand-Caillaux ministry un- 
worthy the confidence implied by a 
grant of full powers, the Herriot 
ministry offers no better guarantee, 
and they contend that President 
Doumergue ought to be given an 
opportunity to choose a man to 
farm a ministry to which the neces- 
sary powers can be given. 

The new Herriot ministry held 
its first cabinet council this after- 
noon. The ministerial declaration 
will be submitted to the chamber 
tomorrow, after which Mr. Herriot 
will probably go into details of his 
future policy. The Washington 
debt agreement, it is expected, will 
be passed over without mention in 
the declaration. As the policy of 
the ministry is to borrow no more 
money abroad and ask for no more 
credits, one of the reasons for rati- 
fying the Franco-American accord 
disappears and since the support- 
ers of the new government are in 
large majority opposed to the set- 
tlement there will be no surprise if 


it is sidetracked. 
Berenger’s Position Discussed. 


There was much speculation in 
the lobbies of the chamber this af- 
ternoon as to Ambassador Beren- 
ger’s position in this eventuality, 
and the belief was expressed that 
he would not return. to Washington. 
There are others among the depu- 
ties who predict the early fall of 
the Herriot cabinet, and who know 
M. Berenger as an astute parlia- 
mentarian who is capable of wait- 
ing until the confused situation 
clears. 

The lease of life accorded the 
new government in the lobby talk 
varied from three days to three 
months. A good many deputies ex- 
pect the government to fall imme- 
diately after presenting itself in 
the chamber; others are inclined 
to think that a majority of the 
deputies will allow the government 
time to bring in its financial meas- 
ures. There is little confidence 
anywhere that the government can 
last long enough to accomplish 
anything toward the salvation of 
the franc.

The convention voted in favor of 
maintaining ‘American standards 
of living for all our people,’ and 
the leaders want to retain the pro- 
tective system that has developed in 
this country, but only in case it is 
made equitable by extending it to 
the great surplus crop of agricul- 
ture. 

Figures were presented to show 
that the farm indebtedness of the 
United States jumped from $4,000.,- 
000,000 \ to $12,250,000,000  be- 
tween 19T0-and 1920.

Col. Bell graciously moved back ‘to 
his old office, and masked what- 
ever feelings he had under a 
smile. 

To understand how Mr. 
won his .appointment as 
sioner, it is necessary 
something of his political back- 
ground. He had -associated him- 
self with the Republican committee 
here, and when preparations were 
being made for the inauguration of 
President Coolidge he was named 
secretary of the inaugural commit- 
tee. 

As secretary of the committee, 
Mr. Fenning came into direct con- 
tact with President Coolidge. It 
was said that his ideas regarding 
the inaugural celebration dove- 
tailed perfectly with those of the 
President, who was strongly op- 
posed to ostentation. Thus, he ap- 
parently made a favorable impres- 
sion. 

Then came the death of Commis- 
sioner Oyster, and the necessity of 
selecting a successor. Many men 
were suggested to the President, and 
the usual reports went around as to 
who was to be his choice. Mr. Fen- 
ning’s name was never very 
prominent among those mentioned. 

One night Mr. Fenning was called 
to the White House and asked if he 
w@uld accept the commissionership. 
He consented. He had another 
conference with the President the 
next day, and then his appointment 
was announced.

Headley Demotion Stirs. 


He was sworn into office at 10 
o’clock the morning of June 5, 
1925, by Chief Justice McCoy, of 
the District Supreme court. Con- 
gress was not in session at this time, 
and his nomination had to wait for 
confirmation until the session which 
began in December. There were 
reports that several persons would 
appear before the Senate committee 
to oppose confirmation, but nothing 
of the kind happened. 

The outstanding controversy in 
Mr. Fenning’s term of office was 
brought about by the demotion of 
Albert J. Headley from a police in- 
spector to a captain. 

Headley was chief of the traffic 
bureau, and until the appointment 
of M. O. Eldridge as traffic director 
was virtually supreme in matters 
affecting traffic here. His demotion 
came like the proverbial bolt from 
the blue. 

Headley himself said nothing at 
that time, but his friends set up a 
clamor. They pointed out that 
Headley was nearing retirement 
age; that his record was spotless 
and they stressed the fact that he 
had never been given a hearing or 
told why he was demoted. 

Charles W. Darr, prominent at- 
torney and a member of the Cham- 


-| ber of Commerce, was the most ac- 


tive champion of Headley. He 
made a notable speech on the mat- 
ter before the chamber, and round- 
ly denounced Commissioner Fen- 
ning. Subsequently, Commissioner 
Fenning left Darr off the fire pre- 


vention committee. Darr had been 
a member of this committee for 
years. ' Aah it :

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FENNING IS FORCED TO QUIT 


In making pubdiic tue demotion 
of Headley, Commissioner Fenning 


said that he had taken the action in 
the interest of good police adminis- 
tration. Several months later, in 
testifying before a committee of 
Congress, he revealed that Traffic 
Director Eldridge had complained 
that Headley was not cooperating 
with him. 

Friends of Headley said it was 
not the demotion itself that was 80 
“disgraceful,’” but the manner in 
which it was executed; the lack of 
a hearing and the silence of those 
responsible. 

There were at least two inci- 
dents antedating the Headley de- 
motion that attracted attention to 
Mr. Fenning. 

‘One day he saw an ambulance 
of Emergency hospital speeding 
along the street with its horn 
sounding continuously. He looked 
into the speeding vehicle and saw 
that it contained no patient, al- 
though going toward the hospital. 

After making inquiries he asked 
the authorities of the hospital to 
discharge the driver for driving so 
fast and for making so much noise 
when he had no patient. Then he 


necessity for so much fuss when- 
ever an ambulance went out. The 
driver’s explanation of his speed 
was that his was the only am- 
bulance available for emergency 
calls that day and he was required 
to get back at once to be ready for 
further service. The driver was 
dismissed. 


Has Bench Removed. 


More recently Commissioner Fen- 
ning, roaming through the corri- 
dors of the District building, saw 
one of the colored elevator women 
eating her lunch on a bench in the 
basement corridor just outside the 
door of the detective bureau. 

The commissioner stopped and 
asked her if that was where she 
habitually ate her lunch and she 
told him it was the only available 
place. That same afternoon he or- 
dered the bench removed. 

Commissioner Fenning, soon after 
taking office, announced that he, 
was interested in enforcement of 
the prohibition laws. He caused 
promotion of Guy Burlingame from 
lieutenant to captain in the police 
department, had him assigned to a 
police station in Anacostia, and 
placed him in charge, in addition to 
his duties as a captain, of a flying 
squadron of plain clothes men to 
chase rum runners, Faid illicit stills 
and put down bootlegging. 

At ‘once complications ensued 
with neighboring States, for part of 
the original Fenning-Burlingame 
plan of campaign was to lie in wait 
for automobile booze squadrons in 
Maryland roads. After Maryland 
authorities had objected to this for 
a period Capt. Burlingame was 
ordered to restrict his activities to 
the District. 

Here, again, a public stir was 
caused, this time by the freedom 
with which the Burlingame squad 
used guns, shooting to stop fleeing 
offenders, and the speed with which 
they raced through the streets in 
police cars in pursuit of law vio- 
lators. Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, super- 
intendent of police, finally inter- 


posed and caused Capt. Burlingame 
to temper the ardor with which he 
was executing the commissioner’s 
orders. 


Had 120 Wards. 


While serving as commissioner 
Mr. Fenning continued to act as 
guardian for about 120 insane per- 
sons, 70 of whom were world war 
veterans. In addition to the money 
he earned in the way of commis- 
sions, he received commissions 
from a bonding company for which 


|he worked as an agent. When it 
was necessary for him to take out 
'a bond in acting as a guardian he 
bonded himself, and the money for 
the bond, together with his pre- 
mium, came out of his ward’s es. 
tate. 

The storm on Capitol hill which 
was to engulf Mr. Fenning broke 
the morning of March 18. A few 
days before this Judge Kathryn 
Sellers, of the juvenile court, had 
appeared before a subcommittee of 
the House District committee to 
protest against Mrs. Mina Van 
Winkle’s policewoman’s bill. In 
the course of her testimony Judge 
Sellers declared that it was possi- 
ble, under the existing law, for a 
policeman to send a person to Gal-

When the District appropriation 
bill came up on the floor of the 
House March 18, Representative 
Blanton questioned an _ item 
$8,000 for commitments to 
Elizabeths hospital by executive 
order of the commissianers. At the 
same time he repeated what Judge 
Sellers had said about a policeman 
being able to subject a person to 
mental observation. 


Investigation Begins. 


At this point Representative Gib- 
son told the House that Mr. Fen- 
ning was ‘“‘making several thou- 
sand dollars a year’’ from his 
guardianship practice among. in- 
sane veterans. Whereupon, Rep- 
resentative Madden declared that 
if this were true, he should “‘be run 
out of office.”’ 

From then on, the fight against 
Mr. Fenning never ceased. ‘The 
House District committee voted 
thorough investigation of Fenning 
and the local government. Subse- 
quently Representative Blanton 
asked the House to impeach Fen- 
ning. This called for an investiga- 
tion by the judiciary committee. 

The report of the judiciary com- 
mittee, while holding that Mr. Fen- 
ning was not an impeachable offi- 
cer, severely condemned his guar- 
dianship practice. Minority reports 
held him impeachable. A few days 
later, President Coolidge let it be 
known that he expected Mr. Fen- 
ning to resign. 

Commissioner Fenning has in- 
sisted always that the fight on him 
was started by Representative 
Blanton because he refused to obey 
Blanton’s demand that he reinstate 
Police Sergt. R. D. Lee, who was 
retired for physical reasons. 

Mr. Fenning was born October 
23, 1874. He attended the public 
schools here and then took up the 
study of law at the National Uni- 
versity Law school. He received 
his LL. D. degree in 1900, and the 
following year was awarded the 
degree of LL- M. 

While he was attending law 
school, he was employed in the 
pension office as an assistant chief 
clerk. It was here that he conceiv- 
ed the idea of specializing as a 
guardian of lunatics. What he had 
observed in the pension office con- 
vinced him that the field should be 
a fruitful one, a conviction that 
later was to be borne out. He re- 
signed his position at the pension 
office in 1902 and began his 
“‘lumacy practice.”’ 

Fenning’s first move was to ap- 
pear before the justices of the Dis- 
trict Supreme court, and the offi- 
cials of St. Elitzabeths hospital 
and notify them that he was going 
to devote his time and labor acting 
as committee for mentally incom- 
petent persons. He got the cases 
and his fortune began to grow. 
Court records show that his total 
income in the way of commissions 
exceeded $100,000. 

Meanwhile, he began to take an 
interest in matters and institutions 
outside the practice of law. He be- 
came a director of the Washington 
Loan & Trust Co. and a director of 
the National Savings & Trust Co. 
He also became a _ stockholder in 
the Joseph Gawler undertaking es- 
tablishment, as well as acting as 
attorney for it. 


Member of Many Bodies. 


For a time, Mr. Fenning was en- 
gaged in collecting accounts for the 
Washington Gas Light Co. He also 
was attorney for the District of 
Columbia Medical society and a di- 
rector of the Laurel sanitarium. 

In June, 1917, Mr. Fenning ob- 
tained a commission as captain in 
the quartermaster corps of the 
army. Subsequently, he was pro- 
moted to major, and he now holds 
the commission of colonel in the 
reserves. 

Mr. Fenning is a member of the 
Board of Trade, a member of the 
board of medical supervisors of the 
district, a trustee of American uni- 
versity, member of the American 
Bar Association of the District of 
Columbia, member of .the Sons of 
the American Revolution and a 
member of the Army and Navy club 
and the Chevy Chase club.

Dalton, president of the Emergency 
Fleet Corporation, was announced 
at the War Department yesterday. 
Col. Yates was born in Wiscon- 
sin, February 14, 1865, and was 
commissioned a second lieutenant of 
infantry in the regular army by op- 
pointment from civil life in August, 


1891. He served at various stations 
with the infantry until 1901, grad- 
uating from the Infantry and Cav- 
alry school in 1895, and in 1901 
being transferred to the quarter- 
master corps with which he has 
since served. 

Prior to the wOrld war he was 

chief quartermaster of Visayas, P. 
I., with the transportation service 
to Cuba during the Cuban occupa- 
tion, assistant in the office of the 
quartermaster general, assistant to 
the depot quartermaster during 
the San Antonio concentration in 
1911, quartermaster at Portland, 
Oreg., and assistant to the quar- 
termaster at San Francisco and Ma- 
nila. 
During the world war he was first 
engaged as executive to the quarter-

PRESIDENT DEFENDS

cratic leaders in Congress on the

on special bills for which accurate} 


estimates were impossible the pre- 
vious. year. 


Bonus Bill Requires More. 


The soldiers’ bonus, it was point- 
ed out, required $100,000,000 for 
the present fiscal year as compared 
with half that sum last year, going 
far to make the appropriation for 
the veterans’ bureau $173,000,000 
in excess of a year ago. The good 
roads item was $26,000,000 in ex- 
cess of the preceding year, while 
increases on other matters included 
$14,000,000 on public buildings, 
$13,000,000 on prohibition enf >-ze- 
ment, $5,000,000 on civil and Span- 
ish war pensions, and $10,000,000 
for rivers and harbors, much of 
the latter on account of improve- 
ments in the Mississippi basin _ be- 
tween St. Louis and Kansas City. 

A number of miscellaneous items, 
such as payment of claims and re- 
funding of taxes brought the total 
to $273,000,000. 

The country is expanding rapid- 
ly, it was said, and the pressure 
upon the Federal government to 
take on new activities is very great, 
but is being resisted by the Presi- 
dent and by Congress as much as 
possible. 


Debt Interest to Be Reduced. 


As the national debt is paid off, 
it was added, requirements for in- 
terest charges will be reduced, but 
the plan is for the money to be put 
into the sinking fund as the inter- 
est on the debt decreases.

Frederick A. Fenning has resigned as com- 
- missioner of the District. This was to be 
/ expected. The causes that led up to this action 
are past history. The career of Mr. Fenning 
as a member of the local governing body is a 
’ dead issue, and what the public at large is 
“now most interested in is the man who will 
fill the vacancy. 
_ Washington demands the best government 
‘that can be given and that comes only through 
- the selection of the best men who have the 
- time and talent to devote to the public service. 
- The Capital City has reached that stage in its 
‘growth and development where ability greater 
-than those of the average city councilman are 
-required to properly administer its affairs. 

President Coolidge has a difficult problem

Charlemagne offered the inhabitants of the 
territory now known as Alsace-Lorraine an au- 
tonomous government as an independent 
duchy, but the offer was not accepted. France 


continued through republics and monarchies 


to maintain her sovereignty, although Germany 
for more than two centuries kept a covetous 
eye on the rich lands of the region. Then came 
Bismarck, the empire builder, after the ‘‘de- 
bacle” and the surrender of Nanoleon III. The 
return of Alsace-Lorraine to the newly cre- 
ated German empire was part of the indemnity 
demanded—and paid. From 1871, when ths 
treaty between France and Germany was 
signed, until June 15, 1919, which witnessed 
the formal ending of the world war, Alsace- 
Lorraine remained German. 

Probably had not France continued her war- 
like operations in Morocco and Syria the 
1,874,000 citizens added to her population 
through, the treaty of Versailles would have ac- 
cepted conditions without further protest. But 
the unrest manifest throughout Europe, and 
especially in France, which has grown out of 
existing economic conditions, may be largely 
responsible for the creation of a situation not 
yet very serious and which is quite unlikely to 
result in another autonomous state on the Ger- 
man border.

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RAILROAD FREIGHT RATES. 


When Congress passed the Hoch-Smith 
resolution requesting and directing the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to investigate ex- 
isting freight rates on agricultural products 
and live stock with a view to eliminating dis- 
criminations and inequalities in rates and to 
fix rates based on the low prices of farm prod- 
ucts, the Western railroads immediately peti- 
tiomed the commission for a 5 per cent increase 
in rates. | 

Extensive hearings were held throughout the 
Western territory for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing the facts which might determine a decision 
in both the application of the farmers and the 
application of the railroads.

The commission has decided there is no 
financial emergency among the Western rail- 
roads warranting the request for a 5 per cent 
increase in rates. Most of the Western rail- 
roads have failed to have a net operating in- 
come of 5% per cent fixed as a basis for rates; 
nevertheless the commission decides that in 
advance of a final determination of the actual 
value or present worth of the invested capital, 
as required by law, there is no warrant for a 5 
per cent increase. :

AID FOR DEPENDENTS. 
Representative Guy FE. Campbell's pro- 
posed amendment to the retirement bill de- 
signed to provide for the dependents of gov- 
ernment employes arouses much interest. 
Briefly, it provides that if a person receiving 
retirement compensation should die leaving a 


dependent or dependents, the survivor would 


receive annually, under certain conditions, a 
sum equal to half the amount received by the 
deceased per year, payablé in monthly install- 
ments during the lifetime of the survivor. 

The bill also provides that no payments are 
to be mads to any child over 16 years of age, 
unless totally incapacitated and without means 
of support; and further, that the survivor or 
survivors, must have been totally dependent 
upon the deceased at the time of passage of 
the act, or for a period of fifteen years, and are 
without other sufficient means of support or 
income. 

Since it is generally admittted that it is im- 
possible for the government worker to put by 
any save an infinitesimal part of his meAger 
salary, this proposal has much to commend it. 
Because no individual can do his best with the 
constant specter before him of improperly pro- 
vided for old age for both himself and his fam- 
ily, such a law would do much to increase the 
efficiency of government personnel. Designed 
as an amendment to existing legislation, and 
incorporating the necessary safeguards, the bill 
could be passed with little opposition.

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LOANS TO FARMERS. 


During the week ended July 10 the Federal 
Intermediate Credit banks made direct loans 
and rediscounts of $75,821,611. Direct loans 
were $32,381,940 and rediscounts were $43.,- 
439,670. Of the direct loans $12,919,530 were 
on tobacco, $12,745,000 on cotton and $3,600,- 
000 were on raisins. 

Other loans were on canned fruit and vege- 
tables, wool, alfalfa seed, rice, coffee, olive oil 
and wheat. Rediscounts were: $30,032,669 to 
$478,856 to 
State banks; $12,882,718 to loan and live stock 
companies; the balance to savings banks, trust 
companies and national banks. 

The Federal Intermediate Credit banks were 
established at the request of farmers and 
farm organizatiofis for the specific purpose of 
aiding producers and farm organizations by 
extending Federal credit in cases where the 
law would not permit further credit from és- 
tablished credit institutions. 

Federal loans exceeding $75,800,000 in one 
week ought to be sufficient to demonstrate thre 
good will of the Federal administration to 
American farmers and producers.

lands, the mansions of Chicago’s 
famous ‘‘Gold Coast’’ are passing 
into the limbo of forgotten things. 


The “Gold Coast”’ still is there, 
richer and more magnificent than 
ever, but just as on Fifth avenue, 
business and the symbol of mass 
habitation, the towering apartment 
hotel, are rapidly encroaching on 
that lakeside mile of territory be- 
tween Chicago avenue and the 
North avenue entrance to Lincoln 
park on the near north side. 

The sound of the wrecker and of 
the builder now are constantly 
heard along Lake Shore drive and 
Michigan avenue, as the preten- 
tious stone dwellings of the social- 
ly elect go the way of all build- 
ings in the route of progress. 


Apartments Springing Up. 


Nearly a dozen tall apartment 
structures have been built or are 
being built along the route, while 
commercial buildings, whose _ in- 
trusion was vigorously fought by 
residents, also are springing up. 
The commegcial structures, how- 
ever, grace, rather than mar, the 
aristocratic neighborhood in which 
they have taken root. An ingur- 
ance company, for instance, is 
housed in a graceful reproduction 
of a French chateau, and except 
for a modest, almost invisible sign 
carrying the name of the concern, 
no one would suspect that behind 
the costly facade, business is being 
transacted. 

“The Gold Coast’’ once was one 
of the show places of Chicago. Here 
is the famous Potter Palmer castle, 
scene of social festivities of other 
days, but closed for many years 
until some of the younger mem- 
bers of the family decided to use 
it again.

the west side. Now the drive is 
to be widened to twice its present 
size, and in the ever-broadening ac- 
tivity incident to a city’s commer- 
cial and residential expansion the 
real “Gold Coast’’ soon may be only 
a memory.

Dr. Chappell, Acquitted of 
Immorality Allegation, 


| Testifies at Trial. 


Statesville, N. C., July 20 (By A. 
P.).—The Rev. Ashley Chappell, D. 
D., pastor of the fashionable Cen-|

After a lengthy cross-examina- 
tion of Dr. Chappell by the Rev. C. 
M. Pickens, prosecutor for the 
church, at the beginning of the 
afternoon session, one witness fol- 
lowed another in an effort to es- 
tablish the good character of the 
accused pastor. 

Dr. H. K. Boyer, Shely pastor, 
counsel for Dr. Chappell, sprang a 
surprise by introducing witnesses 
whose identity had not previously 
been disclosed. 

The trial was closed tonight with 
arguments by opposing counsel. 

The proceedings were behind 
closed doors. Dr. F. J. Prettyman, 
of Gastonia, chairman of the court, 
explained this was the custom of 
the church.

prosecution’s case by Mr. Pickens, 
who was assigned to this task by 
Bishop E. D. Mauzen, presiding 
bishop of the district.

Then, too, 
men play the game harder and bet- 
ter, and it is the best thing any one 
can do to play against players bet- 
ter than herself and to play against 
players playing at their best. That 
is why match play is such a good 
thing, besides being more exciting 
than ordinary playing.” 

One does not have to observe 
Helen Wills long to realize that ten- 
nis has given her at once physical 
strength and grace of movement. 
Then, too, since her recent trip to 
Paris the world has learned of her 
love of pretty clothes and the good 
taste with which she dresses her 
youthful good looks. 


HE oval of her face is 
_ slightly thinner since the 
recent operation for a 
pendicitis that spoiled her “fun” 
at Wimbledon. Her creamy 
complexion denies her vigorous 
life on the courts, Her well- 
formed figure and excellent car- 
riage foretell in the grace of 
her movements off the court 
something of the beautiful ease 
aud economy of effort noticeable 
in her game. 

Her story of her development in 
tennis, she believes, can become the 
story of any American girl who 
will combine “fun’’ with earnest- 
ness in playing the game. Her 
story continues: 

‘‘All young tennis players should 
quickly get into tournament play- 
ing, no matter how modest the 
tournament. My first year in the 
Berkeley Tennis club brought me 
my first tournament at the age of 
15. I was defeated, but I remem- 
ber the big thrill that first tour- 
nament gave me. Mrs. Marjorie 
Wale Kress beat me in the first 
round, but I was pleased with my- 
self because I took a set. Mrs. 
Kress was then ranking fourth or 
fifth in the State.’’ 

When Helen went to college she 
continued to play almost daily af- 
ter she finished her classes. The 
fact that she did not enter into 
college athletics, or outside activi- 
ties, was probably responsible, she 
admits, for the fact that she con- 
tinued to win tennis tournaments 
and still was able, by her junior 
year, to win a Phi Beta Kappa 
key, with a “heavy” major; in art. 

Before she discussed how she 
played in her championship 
matches she gave ten points for 
use of would-be champions of the 
court, as follows: 

‘First, get plenty of practice. 

“Second, choose a variety of op- 
ponents. : 

“Third, get fun. out of your 
playing. © 

‘Fourth, have a good equipment 
—this means a good racket, well- 
strung, good balls, a decent court 
and comfortable clothes. 

‘Fifth, watch good players, and 
tournament matches, not to copy, 
but to unconsciously absorb the 
rhythm of the game. 

“Sixth, play with players better 
than yourself. 

“Seventh, develop your footwork 
on the court. 

“Eighth, don’t fool on the 
court; concentrate on doing your 
best. 

“Ninth, relax completely before 
and after games. 

“Tenth, and most 
never give up.” 

‘‘“How do you face a champion- 
Ship match?” 

‘“T never plan ahead for matches 
and I never remember them after- 
ward. I play all my tennis on the 
court. While I am playing I am 
enjoying the fun of the game and 
the excitement of the match, and 
I am looking no further ahead than 
the next point.”

Latest reports from medical lab- 
oratories of the world on what is 
being accomplished in man’s fight 
against tuberculosis will be brought 
to Washington by internationally 
known authorities in October, when 
the National Tuberculosis associa- 
tion and the International Union 
Against Tuberculosis meet here in 
convention. ; 

The former body will meet at 
the Mayflower hotel from October 
2 to 8 and the latter at the same 
hotel from September 30 to Octo- 
ber 2. It will be the first time that 


the international union has met in 
this country, London and Lausanne 
being the convention cities in the 
past. Thirty-one foreign countries 
will be represented by about 150 
physicians at the autumn meeting. 
A total attendance of approximately 
1.200 delegates is expected at the 
two conventions. 


Study of the question of modifi- 
cation of Piney Branch parkway 
plans, suggested recently by F. H. 
| Olmstead, Brookline, Mass., mem- 
|ber of the National Capital park 
and planning commission, with a 
view toward reducing the amount 
of property included within the 
original taking lines, was under- 
taken by the coordinating commit- 
tee of the commission at its meet- 
ing yesterday.
